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DISINFESTATION. 

Owing  to  the  very  small  number  of  cases  being  sent  for 
treatment  and  the  consequent  high  cost  per  patient,  the 
Council  has  discontinued  the  use  of  the  Centre  at  the  Barlby 
Depot,  and  has  made  arrangements  with  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Scabies  at  the 
Coiinty  Institution  in  Selby. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  obtained  from  : — 

(a)  A neighbouring  Local  Authority; 

(b)  A Private  Water  Company ; 

(c)  and  to  69  houses  from  a Deep  Box  Well  situate  on 
a Private  Estate. 

The  Water  supplied  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the 
Private  Water  Company  is  chlorinated. 

86.5%  of  the  houses  in  the  District  are  connected  to 
mains,  and  the  supply  is  constant. 

There  is  a degree  of  inadequate  Supply  of  Water  in  the 
Parish  of  Stillingfleet,  and  the  matter  is  under  consideration 
by  the  Council. 

The  question  of  extending  the  public  mains  to  certain  out- 
lying farms  is  also  being  considered.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Council  has  a scavenging  scheme  embracing  the  whole 
of  the  District,  carried  out  by  its  own  staff,  and  the  work  is 
efficiently  performed. 

1550  houses  in  the  area  are  on  the  Water  Carriage  system, 
and  1257  are  provided  with  Pail  Closets. 

Conversions. — 9 Conversions  to  Water  Closets  were  ob- 
tained during  the  year. 

A scheme  for  the  installation  of  adequate  sewage  works  in 
the  Parishes  of  Elvington  and  Dunnington  is  still  under  con- 
sideration, as  is  also  a scheme  for  the  Parishes  of  Fulford  and 
Heslington. 


FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Milk. — There  are  132  cowkeepers  in  the  District,  and  6 
Retailers  of  Milk  who'  are  not  cowkeepers. 

A Licence  for  the  production  of  pasteurised  milk  has 
been  granted  during  the  year.  21  samples  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  phosphatase  test,  and  10  to  the  methylene  blue, 
all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

Ice  Cream. — There  is  one  producer  in  the  District.  Samples 
of  the  product  have  been  examined  and  have  proved  satis- 
factory.
